and  LeRoy  Veasy;  and  Carmen  Mirandar,  Mildred  Sasse.  The  winner  of  the  Popularity 
Contest  this  year  was  Joyce  Adcock.

“Blackie”  Jones  and  Lacy  Walters  our  representatives. 

Our  senior  play,  directed  by  Miss  Perkinson,  was  a  great  success. 

It  is  with  fond  memories  that  we  leave  our  beloved  school  where  we  have  spent 
the  four  happiest  years  of  our  lives.

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Coach  W.  0.  Council  uncovered  his  Fuquay  football  products  for  the  first  time  against 
Cathedral  Latin  on  September  26.  The  Falcons  won  a  24-0  victory  and  proved  that  they  were 
headed  for  a  successful  season. 

The  following  week  the  Wake  Forest  Deacons  invaded  the  Falcons  stronghold,  only  to 
be  overwhelmingly  defeated  38-6.  The  game  was  costly  to  Fuquay  in  that  Willie  Lee  Hester, 
one  of  their  most  valuable  backs,  was  seriously  injured  for  the  entire  season. 

The  real  test  for  the  Falcons  came  on  October  10,  when  they  journeyed  to  Angier  to 
meet  their  greatest  rivals.  The  Fuquay  team  scored  in  the  first  and  second  quarters  to  de¬ 
feat  Angier  12-6. 

Everything  but  the  kitchen  sink  was  thrown  at  the  Falcons  the  next  week  at  Apex  by 
the  Yellow  Jackets  in  one  of  Fuquay’s  toughest  games.  Final  score,  Fuquay  7,  Apex  0. 

One  week  later  the  Falcons  invaded  Garner  where  they  defeated  the  Blue  Jackets  38-0. 
Herbert  and  Billy  Joe  Dickens  ran  wild  as  they  scored  five  of  the  six  touchdowns. 

Fuquay  won  its  sixth  straight  victory  the  following  week  by  swamping  Cary  39-0.  Her¬ 
bert  Dickens,  Charles  Jones,  and  Jack  Faucette,  ran  over  one  touchdown  each.  Roy  Haire 
took  three  touchdown  passes  from  Faucette  and  one  from  Jones.  Paul  Tutor  kicked  the 
three  extra  points. 

The  Falcons  next  victory  came  the  following  Friday  when  they  toppled  the  Erwin  High 
School  team  7-0. 

A  week  later  Fuquay  broke  through  its  last  possible  barrier  to  an  undefeated  season  by 
once  more  winning  over  Angier,  this  time  26-0. 

The  Falcons  in  their  victorious  season  scored  190  points  against  only  12  by  their  oppo¬ 
nents.  Wake  Forest  and  Angier  scored  6  points  each.
